New York, March 16. — Whltaker 
Wright, arrested liere at the request 
of the London police, was taken to the 
Faderal building and arraigned befor^ 
Commissioner Alexander. Miss Flor- 
ence Brown, said to be his -niece, who 
arrived witb bim, and who disappear 
ed from the Albemarle hotel later in 
the day, went to the office of United 
States Marshal Henkel with her coun- 
sel. She was not a prlseaer. 

Wrtflt fM|(to i statement in wklch 
be said: "fstall waive all extradition 
formalities to go back to England as 
soon as the government matures all 
arrangements. This story about the 
amount of money lost is all bosh. The 
amount lost altogether did not exceed 
« 400,000. 

"The attorney general for the crown 
told me himself that I had a clean bill 
of ^ealtli, and wa^ not culpable in any 
irajr. Any way, I am an Englishman 
by birth; I am an American citizen. I 
have three children living with my 
wife in England, ami three are buried 
in Ph^'adelphia. Miss Browne is my 
niece and is my sister's child. She 
oaae (lere to visit friends in Philadel- 
q|ta. \ came here to examine mining 
plUperties." 

Wright was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Alexander, and 
ttie hearing was adjoumed until Wed- 
nesday. 

The companies that went dawn in 
the crash that It Is charged Wright 
caused were capitalized at $110,000.- 
0<I0. He had upon his list many titled 
^obleman of England. Much Ameri- 
can money was lost in tbe failure of 
tie Wright companies. Previous to 
the crash the promotor lived on a 
magnificent E^ngUsh estate in Surrey, 
Lea Park. For several years he was 
the moat prominent figure In the Brit- 
ish financial world. When tbe failure 
was announced Wright fled to the con- 
tinent, where he remained under 
cover. Feb. 25 he was traced to Havre, 
ilfhence he embarked on the steamer 
i^Mrraine for New York. Ifias F. 
9rowne, a good looking young woman, 
llbo claimed to be a piece of the pro- 
^d^T, aoQompanied him acroM tttft 



WRIGHT'S TRANSACTIONS. 



]|amt>ers of the Kuglisb Royal Kanlly 
Said to Be Involved. 

London, March 16. — John Flower, 
chairman of the shareholders' commit- 
tee, which instigated the prosecution 
of Whftaker Wright, the director of 
tbe London and Globe Finance corpo- 
ratloa, who was arrested on his ar- 
rival at New York from France, says: 
"I see Wright is quoted as saying he 
had a powerful protector In an exalted 
quarter. That statement is not new 
to us. It is the keynote of the whole 
case. Prior to the failure of th^ Lon- 
don and Olobe. certain persons main- 
tain Wright had in his possession let- 
ters from leading members of the En- 
glish royal family showing they were 
mixed up in his transactions. .We have 
no documentary proof of this. Wright 
himself Is probably the only man in 
the world who could prove it. Within 
a few weeks the chief issue in the 
Wright case will be tbe question of 
the eomtdteity or otherwise of the 
most exalted personages In the eippire 
in Wright's financial and other 
schemes Tils genuine prosecution 
will become an extremely delicate 
matter. I quite sympathize with 
Wright when he says the failure of 
the London and Globe was due to the 
treachery of others. There Is. no 
doubt of that But It must be remem- 
bered that for three months prior to 
the failure, which Wright says was 
direotljr due to treachery, the London 
and 016be had not a cent in Us locker, 
yet it was doing over £100.000 in 
speculation at every settl'^ment The 
government's decision that the direc- 
tors as a body could npt be proceedec) 
against, does not prevent Wright, as 
tbe prime liiotor in the rdtten eondi- 
ttons which existed before' the failure, 
being made to take the responsibility." 

Attorney General Finlay, in the 
hpuM of oommohB. said the crown 
"W^wi par the cost of the extradition 
of Wrifbt. (tnd the pa7m*i|l by the 
erown of the whole exiMnseS of the 
proceedings would be considered. His 
prosecution, however, would be left in 
the hands of the offlcia! receiver of 
the London and Olobe corporation.

BOILER BLEW OUT. 

Three Meo Fatally Hurt and an Iron 
Plaat Partially Wrecked. 

Toledo, March 16.— In a boiler ex- 
plocion. which wrecked a large por- 
tion of the East Toledo mills 'of the 
Republic Iron and Steel company, one 
man was killed and two others burned 
BO badly that they npay die The dead: 
John nompson, water tender, aged 
41. unmarried, formerly of Findlay, O . 
The injured: Melvill Updegraff. 39^ 
night engineer, married, burned from 
head to foot and crushed by falling 
bricks; Henry Fust. 56, watchman, 
burned about bead and face and 
crushed by bricks. It will never be 
known how the accident occurred, as 
the dead man was the only one near 
the boiler. The top of the boiler, 
weighing a ton. was blown through 
the air for half a mile, burling Just 
over the tops of 20 houses, and Anally 
gouging a hole fully 20 feet deep in 
the ground. Iron flues by the dozen 
were driven deep Into the earth. One 
entire end of the mill, was blown out. 
causing a property damage of $40,000. 
It will take a month to repair the

LIBERATION OF CHINA. 

Secret Al|epM C9fa|«)ff4!« ^ prq^de. 
World-Wide Movement. 

New York. March 16 — Secret 
agents of Chinese progress In this city 
have received private information 
from San Francisco that the crusade 
for the liberation of China is to begin 
at once. America la to be the head- 
quarters of Kang Yu Wal. the young 
reformer and ex member of the Tsung 
Yamen. who seeks, through his soci- 
ety, the Bow Wong Wui (Society for 
the Protection of the Emperor), to 
make Kwang Hsui emperor in fact, 
as well as in name. Kang Yu Wal. it 
Is rumored, is now on the Paclflc, 
bound for this country, and after es- 
tabliahing the main ofllce of his prop- 
aganda here, will tour the world, .or- 
ganising branchff te Ibf Ti^riena cap- 
itals of Europe, wuAti' iM> Qi cdu- 
catod and Influential ^hlnu|eii pf the 
world. 

Deed of a Band of Masked Men. 

Wapal<oneta. O.. March 16. — The 
home of Mrs. Jacob Relscheiderfer, an 
aged and wealthy widow, was the 
scene of a daring robbery. 14 armed 
and masked men securing money and 
nott-3 to the valtie of $8,000. With Mrs 
Reischelderfer are living her grand- 
daukhter. Blanche, aeei 12; George 
lames -and his wife and their son, Jo- 
seph lames, a young man. These the 
desperadoes bound hand and foot af- 
ter clubbing th<' men Into submission 
At the point of a siiot>;un the grand- 
daughter was compelled to reveal the 
place where the valuables were found. 
Jewelry and ailverware also were tak- 
en. The thieves divided the swag in 
the cellar of the house, devoured a 
lunch and quietly departed. 

Basketball Injurious to Girls. 

Boston, March \C>. — Miss I.uriie Ea- 
ton Hill, director of physical training 
at Wellesley college, contends that the 
prevailing fad for basketball is work- 
ing Incalculable harm among girls, 
principally by reason of the lack of 
supervision by older persons, who 
could utter a note of warning on occa- 
sion and save lifelong suffering. Girls 
come to college, she aaserts, who have 
Joints askew, and bearing injuries as 
the result of overexertion at basket- 
ball. She iirfied that there was too 
much publicity, and too much compe- 
tition for points or "records," engen- 
dering a. spirit altogether at variance 
with what we are accustomed to call 
a womanly character. 

Chamberlain In Commenp. 

London. March 16. — Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain's re-entry into the 
house of commons was signalized by 
an unusually cordial reception from 
the Conservatives and Unionists, 
while the Liberals and Nationalists 
maintained a signi|ic«iit aiMnce. Mr. 
Chamberlain looked much worn, but 
was obviously In the best of spirits as 
he rose to inform a questioner that he 
was afraid It would be difficult to col- 
lect and publish all his South African 
speeches.' He was ashamed to say he 
had made alinut 70. and he had had no 
time t9 r^ad them, much less collect 
them. 



Application For Receiver, 
Trenton. March 16. — An order was 
filed In the court of chancery for 
cause to be shown in Jersey City on 
Monday next why a receiver should 
not he appointed for the Saftty Bot- 
tle and Ink company. The application 
for a receiver was made by August 
Belmont and Charle* R. Flint, stock- 
holders and creditors of the concern. 
The eompany was anfaged in the 
manufao^re of bottles an^ ink, and 
was Incorporated in 1896 with an au- 
thorized capital of $250,000.

. Democratic Senators. 



LATTBR TAKe ACTION AT A CAUCl'S. 



Resolved to StMM| fefethcr li| Sup* 
port of Two ImpcHrtant Anaend* 
meats rroceedlngs of 
the Senate. 



Washington, March 16.— The Demo- 
cratic senators at their caucus resolv 
ed to stand together in the senate in 
support of two amendments to the 
Panama canal treaty. One of these 
provides for the modiflcation of the 
twenty-third article of the treaty, so 
as to Insure the control of the canal 
zone by the United States, and the 
other enlarges the provision in the 
fourih article of the treaty, which is a 
disavowal of %ny intention on tbe part 
of the Vnit«i fltaifa "to increase its 
territory at the expense of Colombia 
or the sister republics in Central or 
South America,** ao as to Inolude 
Mexico. 

All the Democratic senators except 
Messrs. Dubois, Culberson, Morgan, 
McLaurin, Clarke (Ark.) and Gibson 

were present. It is the understandir- - 
that all the Democrats will suppDii 
the two amendments apreed upon, but 
that after they a,Te acted upon indi- 
viduals shall be at liberty to vote for 
or against the treaty, as they may 
elect. It is also the understanding 
that some of the Democratic senators 
will support some of Senator Mor- 
gan's individual amendments, but that 
they will do so as Individual senators, 
and not as members of the Democratic 
caucus. Democratic senators who par- 
ticipated in the caucus say that wheth- 
er amended or not the tre^tr !• rare 
of ratification 

Amendments Killed. 

Washington. March 16.— Before the 
senate went into executive session 
Levi Ankeny of Washington was es- 
corted to the desk by Mr. Foster, his 
colleague, and sworn in. No legisla- 
tive bubiness of any kind waS tians- 
acted in the open session. 

Senator Pettus offered the first 
amendment to the treaty. It provided 
that it should not go Into effect until 
approved by congress, and waS TOted 
down by a large majority. 

A number of amendment.s offered 
by Mr. Morgan were passed upon ad- 
versely without rollcalls. Among them 
was one declaring that the treaty 
should not invalidate the Spooner act. 
and another provided for the submis- 
sion of the treaty to the French gov- 
ernment.

He admitted tliat individual 
meTnlKTs assisted the ladrones. but 
said the party expelled them for so do 
ing. General Allen placed evidence In 
the hands of the prosecuting attorney, 
and It Is expected that the govern-

Imported Men Backed Out. 
Pittsburg, March n; .\ftcr waiting 
several weeks on the striking struc 
tural iron workers to resume work 
the American Bridge company decid- 
ed last week to import men to take 
the places of the siril<ers. and 38 men 
reached here from Louisville. They 
were met at the station by a force of 
detectives and escorted to the com- 
pany's offices, but after learning the 
situation they refused to work and 
later loined the strikers at their head- 
quarter.'*. The bridge company is ilc 
termined to resume operations, and 
declared that mere men will bf im- 
ported at once. 

Fatal Fray. 
Raleigh. N. C. March 16.— Dr. Ju- 
lian Baker, a physician of Tarboro, N 
C , shot and perhaps fatally wounded 
Dr H T Pass of that place. It Is said 
the shooting dates back to a former 
difficulty resulting from a orltleism 
said to h^va been made by Dr. Bass 
concerning the management of a san- 
itarium over which Dr. Baker pre- 
sides. An encounter took place last 
summer between the men. Both are 
prominent throughout . the state. Dr. 
Baker has bMn placed under custody.

The 
underlying principles are alike, tbe gen- 
eral methods are alike, the caoaea of aao* 
ceee or failure are the same, whether we 
produce and sell peaches or armor plate. 
The same things which take moat atten- 
tion in any factory business are exactly 
tli> things needed for sncceseful farmisg. 
These are knowleJ^c^of what the market 
wants, and when it wants it; running 
machinery or other productive force at its 
fullest capacity, whenever it can be done 
at any profit ; fixing exactly the cost of 
prodoetioD ; bayinie atoek at the lowest 
rates, by paying cash when poeeible, by 
taking advantage of any competition, and 
by buying in as large quantity as ia prac- 
ticable ; use of all waste of by-products, 
and selling products where there is most 
demand i^id leaat anpply. 

"These are jost tbe thin|B which the 
business fanner, aa distinguished from 
the mere Ullar of the soil, has to study 
a^d has to determine in order to make a 
success.

National Bank of Florida, at Jackson- 
ville, Fia., was clo.'^ed by direction of 
the comptroller of the currency upon 
the report of an examination made by 
National Bank Examiner Charles A.

The failure of the bank, it 
is said at the. treasury department, 
was due to losses, which absorbed the 
entire capital and surplus, leaving a 
deficiency in assets which are of a 
Blow character and of poor ,c;!aile. con- 
slstinir largely of phosphate and him- 
ber mill maeliinery, insuranrc policies, 
real estate, etc. The bank has liabill-

They went 
home, and he never saw Hannah 
Knapp again until he Identified her 
corpse at New Albany, Ind. Chief 
Kiiemmerlirm recited tlu' whole story 
of Knapp's arrest and confession and 
the identification of the corpse. 

Knapp was held to answer to tho 
grand Jury without hail, and was re- 
turned to Jail. 

Glenn Woman Muat Stam^ Trial. 

Washington, March 18. — The su- 
preme court of the United States 
quashed the writ of habeas corpus 
granted by Judge .lackson of the 
Northern district of West Virginia in 
the ease of Bills Olenn, alias B. B. 
Glenn, and remanded the caae for 
trial This is the "man-woman" case, 
which has attracted considerable at- 
tention in West Virginia. The woman 
for years masqueraded as a man un- 
der the name of Bills Oleitn. She was 
tried for forgery in Wood county, W. 
Va.. at the May term of court. 1001. 
and the Jury disagreed. She clainicl 
at that time that she wa.s the si • : 
of "Bills Glenn." At the fall term of 
court when she came up for trial she 
claimed that she was beln? twice 
placed In Jeopardy for the same of- 
fense, and sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Jackson. The 
writ was granted. 

Men Will Vote to 8tril<e. 
New York. March 16. — According to 
employes of the New York, New Ha- 
ven and Hartford Railroad company 
In this city the vote of the men will 
show a lar(.'e majority to be in favor 
of a strike if. concessions can not be 
secured from the company. When 
asked about the standing the commit- 
tee of citizens would have If they 
should endeavor tn brltip about a set- 
tlement an otricial of the rni!ri);;(l com- 
pany sijid: "The railroad has stated 
its position through its president, and 
there Is, nothing more to add at the 
present time." J. P. Morgan and other 
members of the hoard of directors of 
the company were In conference with 
President Hall. It was said there was 
nothing to give out. 

South Amprica and Monroe Doctrine. 

Valpaftiiiso. March K. — Herald pub- 
lishes a remarkable article about the 
Monroe doctrine, in which It says: 
"South America ought to quietly noti- 
fy the I'nited States that she does not 
sei-k the .Moni(i(> doctrine's protection, 
hut l;. r fiwn She oiiu'ht also to notify 
Europe. We can not decorously con- 
tinue to be regarded as Turks. That 
Is to say. we are not outside the int^r- 
national law practiced by the great-r 
powers amons; themselves " The writ- 
er ends by saying: "Paramount above 
everything is our duty to place our- 
selves In a worthy position before t|« 
world South America ought to re- 
nounce the Invisible benetta of tht 
io-called doctrine,"

A dispatch from Uageratown, Ind., 
Monday annoanoad tha death of Will- 
iam (^)uway, aged eiKhty-eeven. Mr. 
Conway was a native of this county, but 
moved to Indiana white a boy, locating 
near Haxerstown where for more than 
sixty years be operated a lar^e horse- 
breeding farm. He was one of the iirst 
men to race a borae to a aalky. As a 
driver of his own tiorsee he had become 
famous. He introduced a fine strain of 
horses known as the "Joe Bowers." 

Conway was one of the wealthiest citi- 
zens of Ha^ferstown, anil owned numer- 
ous farms in Indiana. His horse farm 
comprisee aliooat 1,000 aeree in rich bot- 
tom lands. In 1S30 he married Miss 
Eliza Robertson, and their wedded bfe 
continued for siztyone jreara. Four 
children survive. They are Mrs. Rimon 
Powell, of Newcastle; Mrs. BiKelow Jor- 
dan, of Ft.
